Heavy penalties ranging from a fine 
not to exceed $1,000 for failure. 
and not to exceed $10,000 or one 
year's im prisonment, or both, for 
willful refusal to make return and 
pay the tax on tim e are prescribed 
by the 
current revenue act. 
R eturns of the capital stock tax 
also m ust be filed on or before July 
31. 
Urges Prom pt Paym ent. 
To facilitate prom pt collection and 
as 
an aid to the taxpayers as well 
as to the government, the bureau 
has suggested th at filing of the re­ 
turn be a^om panied by payment of 
the am ount of tax due. 
The capital stock tax applies to 
every corporation carrying on or do­ 
ing business in the United States. 
The tax on domestic corporations 
is $1 for each $1,000 of so much of 
the fair average value of its capital 
stock for the preceding year ended 
June 30 as is in excess of $5,000.

corporations are required 
to pay a tax of $1 for each $1,000

$50 Brokerage Tax. 
The tax on brokers whose busi­ 
ness is to negotiate purchases or 
sale of 
stocks, bonds, exchange,

duce or merchandise is $50 a year. 
Pawnbrokers are subject to a spe­ 
cial tax of $100 a year. 
Theaters, museums 
concert halls 
are taxed according to their seating 
capacity, and the population of the 
city or town in which they are lo­ 
cated. Those having a seating ca­ 
pacity of not more than 
250 are 
taxed $50; seating capacity of more 
than 250 and not exceeding 500,
